Sadar Distillery system, (2) the Contract Still system, and ia 
(3) the Outstill system. In that year the Contract Still 
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system was abolished and in 1895, 27 oiutstills were absorbed 
into the Sadar Distillery system which had its headquarters ay 
Raipur, The latter was gradually extended, till in rgrt-12 
it supplied an area of 3,840 square miles with 107 shops. In 
191213 the supply system has been introduced in the whole 
Of the Sadar Distillery area. For the remainder of the district 
there are +59 outstills. In the district as a whole there is one 
shop to every 37 square miles and 4,982 persons, The revenue 
in tgt1 amounted to Rs, 1,509,255 giving an incidence of 
1 anna and it pies per head of population.
